Services in the Glenmoor United 
Presbyterian church, in charge of Rev. 
C. R. Cheeks, of Calcutta, which will 
be held tomorrow, Include preaching 
at 9:45 a. rn. and Sunday school at 
10:45 a. rn. 
The Glenmoor school, a four-room 
portable building, attended by approxi­ 
mately 175 children, will re-open Mon­ 
day morning. 
Public meetings, also 
banned during the epidemic, will be 
permitted with the modification of 
the order. 
The quarantine was established fol­ 
lowing the discovery of an Infantile 
paralysis case in the home of Eugene 
Powell, Stop 47, on the Youngstown 
and Ohio River railroad when a child 
was stricken ill. The patient is re­ 
covering. 
Two cases of the disease now pre 
rail in Columbiana county, one in 
Wellsville and another near Salem. 
There has been but two fatalities in 
this county, both having occurred 
near Salem.

Too Many Collegians 
Everybody seem s to think that too many young people are 
joing to college. 
Perhaps some of the young collegians think too 
many others are going. 
Perhaps here and there a boy who hates 
college, but is forced by ambitious parents to stay within acad- 
imic walls, is to be found. 
But for every one of him there are a 
hundred or more boys outside who wish their parent*- had means 
or ambition to send them. 
Tile objection is not to education; it is to the fact that with 
the crowds clam oring for cobego education, the institutions are so 
swamped that many of them cannot give an adequate education 
to the boys and girls who are trying to get it. 
Most ‘thoughtful people agree that the ‘ junior college" is 
not the right solution. 
It disposes, for two years, of numbers of 
eager students. 
Perhaps its gives them som ething worth while. 
But it is not sufficiently different from the high school to give 
them the scholarly point of view, the keen inquiry into life, which 
are supposed to be am ong the fruits of the university. 
Yale university is one „of those which have tried to solve 
their own problems by lim iting the number of students. 
It is 
having the usual difficulty in deciding w hich applicants will bene­ 
fit m ost and give, m ost to their comm unities in return for their 
four years o fcollegiate training. 
President Angell says Yale’s “com petitive selection’ of apple 
cants has had gratifying results. 
It has “exercised a tonic effect 
on the entire situation.’’ 
“The entering classes have exhibited better preparation than 
formerly, they have done better work in college, t he number of out­ 
standing scholars has inerased, aud the m ortality from academic 
deficiency has declined.” 
“W hether a few thousand students more or less art in col­ 
leges who would better be elsewhere is of relatively minor im port­ 
ance for society as a whole. W hat is of crucial consequence is that 
the education w hich the colleges are offering to those young people 
shall be thoroughly sound and fruitful, and that if it be not so, 
feasible methods be discovered for introducing into it elements of 
more unequivocal worth.”

Federal Reserve Board Attacked. 
W ASHINGTON, D. (\, Oct. I.— Once 
m ore the federal r e s e n e hoard, a fa ­ 
vorite target for criticism from its 
very inception, is under fire. This 
tim e the attack ie from 
a 
new 
and 
ra th e r novel angle. 
The board, which 
stands at the head ct the credit sys­ 
tem of the United States, usually has 
been Inveighed against for keeping 
ra te s of disc ount too high, The board 
has been attacked as a tool of Wall 
street, aiding and abetting the (b a rg ­ 
ing of high rates to tile end th a t the 
hankers may reap larger profits. 
This tim e the attack conies from a n ­ 
o ther quarter. 
The hoard is condem n­ 
ed for lowering rates. 
The m achinery of credit in so vast 
a country as th e V n ite d States neces­ 
sarily is complicated and m any wise 
men have bent their hest efforts to­ 
ward the perfection of a system which 
would work to the best advantage for 
I tile greatest number. 
But it does not 
I seem possible to peep all or even m any 
of these people contented for very 
long at a time. 
I 
The furore tin's time has been oeca 
I sinned by the action of th" federal 
reserve board in arhitiarily lowering 
to 3% per cent the rate of discount 
at the* federal reserve hank of Chica­ 
go. 
The hoard had many reasons for 
its action but lite Chicago bankers be 
cam e extrem ely wroth and have de­ 
clared' th at the hoard exceeded iii 
pow er in compelling them to low r 
their rates -against their own judg­ 
ment. 
It is true that tho natural and nor­ 
mal course in the altering of rates of 
discount is for a federal reserve hank 
to make form al application to the fed­ 
eral reserve hoard stating 
tho 
new 
rate which it decares to apply to com- 
m e n ia l paper in its district and giv­ 
ing the reasons 
prom pting such 
a 
change. 
Almost invariably the board 
approved such an application. Som e­ 
tim es the application is for an in­ 
crease in 
the 
prevailing 
rate and 
som etim es for a decrease. 
Ordinarily the board does not inter­ 
fere in any way in a federal reserve 
h a n k s policy as to rates. It m erely 
aw aits the application and then acts 
upon it. 
In fact tile Chicago case is 
the first on record in tho fourteen 
years of the existence of the federtl 
reserve system. 
Congress Foresaw Such a Situation. 
However, congress in its wisdom 
foresaw that the time m ight come 
when it would be necessary for the 
governing ljoard to use a supervisory 
power and impose a rate upon a fed­ 
eral reserve bank, w ithout any appli­ 
cation for such# change 
and 
even 
against the h an k ’s will. Tile act pro­ 
vides, therefore, tiiat the board shall 
have power to review and determ ine 
w h at ra te s shall be. The board bases 
its action in the Chicago case on the 
statutory right to determ ine the rate. 
Em inent counsel have gone into the 
m a tte r and taken sides and in all 
probability m uch will be heard of the 
Chicago case for some month** to come 
and there will he almost endless hick-

114,879 KILLED, 3,5000,000 HURT, 
FIVE-YEAR TRAFFIC TOLL IN U. S. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. I . —A m erica’s staggering traffic toll, m ade pub­ 
lic today by the American Road B uilders assocltlon, shows 114,879 dead 
and 3,5000,000 injured in m e five-year period ending Jan u ary I. 
Motor casualties are increasing af the rate of 2,000 a year. 
In 1926, 
the peak period. 25,302 were killed and 759.060 injured, although a nation­ 
wide survey indicated a decrease in accidents per motor vehicle regis­ 
tered. 
In five years, Charles M 
U pham , director of the association, esti­ 
mated an economic loss of over $3,000,000,000. 
This loss in 1926 was $638,- 
075,000, exceeding 1925 by $21,000,000 and 1922 by $154,000,000.
